Brother, and his Heirs in craft, as to the Mannors of Swingfeld 
and Boynton, to lell, to raiſe 4000 7. to pay his proper Debts ; and as to all hs 
other Mannors and Lands, to the ule of the Firſt, Second, and {o to the Tenth 
Son of the ſaid Viſcount, &c. in ſuch fort that he 1s not able to {c!] any part of 
his Lands for the Payment of his Debts without an Act of Parhament. 

That the ſaid /{gernon Sidney took the poſlelſion of the laid Mannors of OWwing- 
field and Boynton worth 300 /. per anzum, received the Profs thereof, Mortgaged 
ſome part, 'and ſold other part, but hath not paid the faid 4000 /. whereby, and 
by reaſon the ſaid Viſcount hath Covenanted to pay thoſe Debts, for "the pay- 
ment whereof ſome part of the faid Mannors are fold by the ſaid Algernon, and 
other parts Mortgaged and Forfeited, but the Debts not paid, and likewiſe ſuffered 
Impriſonment and other lofles by the late Uſurping Powers, his Debs are encreaſed 
to 10000 /, | 

That his Creditors are very violent with him for their Debts, and the laid Viſcount 
very willing to pay them ; but by reaſon of the ſaid Algernon's abſence beyond the Seas, 
in whom the intereſt in Law of all tis Lands remains, and the faid Viſcounts dilability 
to ſell without the faid Act of Parliament; the Creditors impoveri{hed, the Debts in- 
creaſed,and the ſaid Viſcount abridged of his Liberty,and his Family like to be ruined.
